THE PEACE COVENANT CRISIS. 

The adoption-of the preamble to the Senate's rati- 
fication resolution requiring the assent of three of 
the four principal Powers of'the allied and associ- 
ated nations to all reservations that may be adopted 
by the Senate is a decided blow to. peace and the 
League of Nations. 

This effect was intended by the opponents of the 
peace covenant who framed the Foreign Relations 
Committee’s reservations. The significance of the 
preamble is to give whatever reservations may be 
adopted the effect ef amendments, calling for the 
formal assent of a majority of the principal Powers.

Mandate for Cancellation.

If left to pursue its norn.al course 
the injunction proceedings probably 
will reat until Nov. 20.

Attorneys for the miners indicated 
that they will take the case to the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in Chicago at the earliest pos- 
sible date.

The Regional Committee's order | 
follows: 

“Effective at once, all restrictions 
are removed on bituminous or lignite 
eoal now held or that may be re- 
ceived from connections or mines 
billed for delivery to consumers un- 
der classiffcations of priority’ list 
named below, and forwarded imme- 
diately to consignees and delivered 
as billed: 

"“(a) Railroads and steam vessels. 

“(b) Army, navy and other depart- | 
ments of the Federal Government, 
including manufacturers or produc- | 
ers of supplies for Federal Govern- | 
ment when officially approved 
through this office.

A claim for a one-third interest in

| Davis asserts that he was married 
to Mrs. Walker in St. Louis on Aug. | 
11, 1804. She was married under. 
‘the name of Sallie McWilliams, he 
alleges. He says they were never di- 
vorced. 

A statement from Attorney F. B. 
Ransom, one of the managers of the 
Walker estate, is that the woman was 
married to a man named Davis but 
she left him because of his failure to’ 
furnish support and she afterward: 
divorced him. 

Mrs. Walker formerly lived in thie 
jecity and washed for a living at one 
time. Subsequently she invented a. 
jhair oll which made her a fortune. 
Her estate is being administered at 
indianapolis, the location of the hair 
oll company, which was her principal 
property. After she and Devis sep- 
arated she became the wife of C. J. 

Walker, ft was stated. 

Davis and Walker were not named 
as benefielaries in the woman's will, 
Attorney Hall said yesterday. He 
did not know the whefeabouts of 
Walker. He said that a search of the 
records has not disclosed a divorce 
from Davis. Her will left one-third 
of her estate to her daughter, Lelia

This is 1% as one of the 
advantages of buying land from the colony» Various 
other profit-sharing industries wil] be established 
as the opportunities offer. 

Impractical Socialists! Hare-brained Bolshevists! 
These terms have been used. Yet there is nothing im- 
practical about getting a lot of men and women to- 
gether to develop raw land, establish industries, peo- 
ple the county and make it productive. At least the 
colonists think there is nothing particularly hare- 
brained about working together for a living, escaping 


rent and interest, eliminating profit among them- 
selves, establishing industries and getting from them 
the fullest possible returns. 

In one feature only are they different from the or- 
dinary corporation. Stock will not pay dividends. 
Those who work will reap the benefit of their labors. 
Those who merely invest and do not stay with 
their investment will never gain anything thereby. 
It is a labor democracy. There is capital, but ne 
capitalist. They form a corporation in order to make 
it possible to do business in the ordinary way. They 
each have a maximum of stock, but this maximum is 
set low and stock held beyond this amount is not 
to vote and consequently has no practical value. 
Only stockholders are employed. 

The town of Newllano has its hotel. Many of the 
colonists eat there. Meals are 10 cents. ‘This covers 
the food costs. As most of the employes are women 
who would not otherwise be profitably employed, 
but who would in any event have to be supported, 
and as the hotel is a convenience tor the people of 
the colony, they do not count wages against the cost 
of meals.

The same is true of the store. Colonists sell to 
themselves at cost. Moreover, in order to get the 
utmost use from the capital they have, they use a cur- 
rency all their own. This allows the money to be 
invested in stock for the store all at one time. I[n- 
stead of paying themselves in money for living al- 
lowances, they pay in coupons. Thus their capital 
is not tied up. Here another unique lesson in 
economics Was learned. 

Colonists have their own hospital. The man who 
gets hurt or is taken sick must go to the hospital. 
He is charged nothing. Neither is he paid anything. 
His family draw a living allowance. The plan of liv- 
ing allotment is unique, based on justice, but possible 
only in a co-operative community. The single man 
and the married man are paid the same. All adults 
are. But the children are also made an allowance. 
This is paid to them or to the parent. The result: is 
that the single man and the married man combine to 
help in raising the children. It is said that when 
the children are grown and the single men are old 
and infirm, the children they helped raise will in re- 
turn help maintain them, through theold age pension 
plan. 

The home life of the colonists is just like the home 
life of people everywhere else, except that perhaps 
reany of the little deceits are lacking. With all re- 
ceiving the same living allowance, there is no use in 
trying to put on any style to bolster up a fiction of

The theater is esteemed by the colonists as being a 
part of the colony's educational advantages, as well 
as a place of amusement. The colony also has a pub- 
lic swimming pool, free to colonists. Its dances are 
free, and a dancing school is opened a: various times 
to teach new dances or to teach those who had not 
previously learned. 

Those who become too feeble to work are kept on 
pension. Frequently the name is listed as being con- 
nected with some active industry. This is to spare 
the feelings of the pensioner. He is made to feel that 
he is a vital part of the industry. Mothers are made 
a living allowance for a certain time before the child 
is born and for a period of a year and a half or two 
years thereafter. They are encouraged to work. In. 
stead of trying to keep women in the home, the col- 
ony wants to get them out and into industry. The 
reason is that they believe the hone-has a narrow- 
ing influence when the woman is kept in it too 
closely. She is liable to become a gossip and a fault. 
finder. If she takes her place in industry she be-— 
comes a worker and her home is a place of rest. Men 
and women enjoy a strict equality, both as to wage 
and voting right.

URE drinking water in plentitude has ac- 
complished even more than prohibition 
propaganda in weaning the people away 
from alcoholic longings. 

Such was the opinion expressed during 
the recent convention of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons in New York, by its presi- 
dent, Dr. William J. Mayo of Rochester, Minn., who 
ranks as one of the foremost surgeons of modern times. 
Dr. Mayo went into other subjects during the sittings 
of this distinguished professional body, notably can- 
cer and the increase of the average of guman life in 
the United States since the close of the Civil War, but 
his remarks on alcohol and the history of ita use 
among the peoples of the world attracted particular 
attention. é 

A water supply free from disease germs had, he said, 
greatly prolonged the life of man and would eventu- 
ally decrease the demand throughout the world for 
stronger refreshment. Elaborating this conviction, he 
said: . 


“It is probable that neither prohibition propaganda 
nor an appeal to the conscience of man has caused the 
rapid advance of the temperance movement, but that 
pure water has made this possible. It is assumed that 
the drinking of spirituous and fermented liquors is due 
to an evil inborn longing, to be stamped out only by 
the exercise of individual self-control. Is this true? 


“In France and Italy the drinking of millions of 
gallons of wine saved the people from extinction; they 
could not have lived had they drunk their polluted 
water. The Teuton countries turned to beer to secure 
a sterile drink, and temperance countries, such as 
Turkey, had tea and coffee. The drink habit is one of 
the many forms }f individual protection resorted to 
by nature to save man from filth diseases which cause 
death, or that which is worse than death, intellectual 
deterioration. If one traces the temperance move- 
ment through the states of the Union he finds that 
it was not the appeal to the self-control of man but the 
advent of potable water. 


“Alcoholic drinks loosen the inhibition which civill- 
gation has imposed upon the primitive Impulses of 
man. Crime, accidents and social diseases too often 
have had their origin in the loss through alcohol of 
individual self-control. Pure water has eliminated 
typhoid; wholesome food and better living conditions 
which go with the reduction of poverty will check 
tuberculosis, and better care of focal infections in the 
earlier decade will prevent many deaths in later life.’’ 

In his opening address Dr. Mayo declared that 15 
years had been added to the average length of humap 
life in this country, and summarized the reasons for 
this gratifying showing. Education and preventive 
medicine have done their part, and there ia hope for 
even better results in the future. There are remedies 
at hand in the present day that enable people to flee 
from ills from which man had little if any chance 
a few generations ago. 


“With our. present knowledge and under present 
conditions,” he continued, “15 years more might be 
added to the life of man in this country within the 
next 20 years. It is certain that 10 years will be added 
at the most productive age from the standpoint of 
industry and will greatly aid in maintaining our posi- 
tion as the most productive nation.” 

Dr. Mayo had a strong message of encouragement 
for the men who have reached or passed the middle- 
age classification. Such men are needed, and he told 
his professional brethren why they should not be Osler- 
ized or otherwise banished from the necessary activi-. 
ties of life. 

“When I was a boy,” said the doctor, “it was diffi- 
cult for a man of 40 to find a new job, and for a man 
of 50 it was practically impossible. Today the older 
men are great assets to the country. In the prolonga- 
tion of their lives their skill and experience in their 
particular work count for much. They are less inflam- 
mable; they have family ties and responsibilities; they 
have something to lose; so that they are less under the 
influence of the violent agitator. If, as a nation, we 
advance the time of production for each person 10 
years we can well afford to shorten hours of work and 
improve living conditions. We shall be able to com- 
pete with those countries in which long hours and 
poor living conditions shorten human life and eventu- 
ally decrease production and increase social unrest.” 

Dr. Mayo said that the average life of man in this 
country had been extended through preventive meas-

ures taken in youth. The 
solution of the riddle of life 
these days, according to his 
view, has much to do with 
the plans undertaken for 
building up the constitution 
of the child. 


As a man advances toward 
middle life he is overtaken 
by diseases of the blood ves- 
sela and the heart and kid- 
neys, which are often traced 
to the indiscretions of his 
youth. The youthful conatitu- 
tion was strong enough at that 
time to have repelled these inroads, 
but at twoscore and ten the resistance 
is broken down and various lesions are 
liable to assert themselves. 

Children, for the last 15 or 20 years, have 
been warned against the dangers of focal in- 
fections, such as result from diseased condi- 
tions of the teeth and tonsils. Within the

younger generation. Very often a center of focus of 
disease may develop in some remote part of the body 
and yet may be due to decay or disorder in the dental 
apparatus. In the opinion of physicians close atten- 
tion to the condition of the teeth in early life, in the 
light of this new knowledge, will add materially to 
length of years as this century advances. 

The great decimation of the American Indians, fol- 
lowing the civilizing processes forced upon them by a 
Government actuated by benevolent motives, also re- 
ceived some attention in the eminent surgeon's review 
of conditions bearing upon longevity and the causes 
that led to heavy mortality in various quarters. He 
said: 

“The American Indian was nomadic without know- 
ing why. By moving constantly from place to place 
he escaped the consequences of his filthy ways. Many 
of his descendants, living the life of the white man, 
died from filth diseases. The life of the Indian was 
in direct proportion to his hygiene after he adopted a 
fixed abode, 

“Civilization and intellectual growth depend: largely 
on preventive medicine. If each person were left to 
develop his own resistance and immunity we might 
expect eventually to reach the condition of China, 
where all effort is intuitively expended to protect the 
body against disease at the expense of intellectual ad- 
vancement. The Chinaman, with hia ancient civiliza- 
tion, slowly developed individual resistance to bad 
hygienic conditions. His resistance to the common 
diseases, his acquired immunity to many and his abil- 
ity to extract nourishment from 11] suited foods, not 
his dulled intellect, have made h'm a formidable com- 
petitor of the American laboring man and have caused 
his exelusion from our country.” 

Illustrative of the great progress made in preventive 
medicines Dr. Mayo gave some attention to reports 
from the world war which showed that go far as 
American participation was concerned, there were more 
deaths from casualties than from disease. This was 
a distinct victory for medicine, and presented a marked 
contrast with the Civil Wary wherein the large ma- 
jority of the deaths were due directly to disease 
rather than to the wounds of battle. 


He showed that 85 1-2 per cent of the soldiers wound- 
ed in the late war were able to return to the firing line 
and that 5 per cent more were enabled to perform 
limited duties in the rear. In the war of the North 
and South fully half of the soldiers were put perma- 
nently out of service after injury, and a high percent- 
age was disqualified at all times from disease. In the 
Spanish-American War of but 20 years ago, his figures 
showed that for every death due to wounda, 
were 30 who died from varied diseases. 

Commenting on these figures, Dr. Mayo declared 
that the progress made by preventive medicine and 
public hygiene was indeed a hopeful sign for the fu- 
ture. The public, he said, was almost unconscious of 
the great growth of prevention, so remarkable had 
been its progress, but there was atill much to be ac- 
complished, and the speaker wus confident that the 
ratio of progress would be maintained if not surpassed.

tinued. “To obtain neces- 
sary legislation we must de- 
pend upon the education of 
the public, and this, | an 
glad to say, is rapidly pro- 
gressing. That there is 
much opposition to legisla- 
tion for public health meas- 
ures and that such oppoast- 
tion is always from the 
same group of obstruction- 
ista whose prejudices are bc- 
lieved by them to be prin- 
ciples is well known. Such 
opposition is mot entirely 
harmful; the agitétors at least 
attract an audience before whom 
the truth can be placed, People as 
a whole are more interested in their 
own individual affairs than in move- 
ments to enforce public health measures, 
and uhlesa sickness actually exists in their 
own families or unless they are in the midst 
of a strange epidemic, they pay very little at- 
tention to such matters. 

“In the last generation the whole trend of thought 
has been individualistic. Remedies are sought for de- 
plorable conditions with little investigation of the un- 
derlying causes, and too often monetary considerations 
lead to action. An enormous number of undigested 
laws are passed at each session of a Legislature and 
each law is supposed to be a dose of medicine for a 
particular evil. Some of the laws are necessary; others 
are unnecessary and harmful. Many of these are Mere- 
ly for the purpose of quieting public clamor. 

“It is just such legislative follies and failures that 
lead to disrespect for the law and make it ao difficult 
to secure legislation for public health service. The 
public is badly advised, voiceless and often powerless 
against the opposition of individual interests which 
would be adversely affected by the measures advo- 
cated. At times it actually appears that those who 
profit by the physical and social diseases of man have 
a vested right in the continuation of the evil condi- 
tions which produce them. | 

“The medical profession is groping along scientific 
lines, not for the benefit of the physician, but that he 
may more adequately and satisfactorily perform his 
work. This will give patients the benefit of modern 
medicai knowledge. It ia not to be inferred that there 
will be no individual practice or that all medicine will 
be practiced in groups. On the contrary, the ‘state 
health departments are furnishing, through their labo- 
ratories, the diagnostic aid which gives the average 
practitioner expert reports and enables him to apply 
in the care of his patients the data which he personally 
has neither the time nor the training to develop.” 

Cancer was characterized as the arch enemy of people 
who have reached and passed beyond middle age, and 
the noted savant of the surgical profession admitted 
with some degree of regret that the measures both for 
cure and prevention have not advanced in proportion to 
the increasing need, His investigations showed that 
one of every nine women and one out ef every 13 men 
die of cancer, and that this number will probably be 
maintained in the increasing number of 
reach the cancer age. 

it was therefore essential, he said, that the public be 
made aware of the fact that chronic irritation is the 
great underlying cause of this disease. While good den- 
tistry has removed the sources of many causes of can- 
cer of the jaw, there is still an increase of the disease 
on the tongue and lip due to the growth of smoking 
among both sexes. He went into the subject ex- 
haustively and showed the workings of both the in- 
ternal and external attacks. Citing the Increasing 
prevalence of cancer of the breast among women, he 
called attention to the comparative immunity enjoyed 
by the women in those countries where the cheats 
are exposed to the air with a minimum or utter ab- 
sence of covering. In the warfare againat the disease, 
Dr. Mayo was confident that radio-therapy, combined 
with surgery, would show even better results than those 
already obtained. In the fight to conserve and prolong 
human life the State had certain obligations to per- 
form in the enactment and enforcement of such sani- 
tary laws as were regarded as essential for the well- 
being of all. tn this work the medical profession 
also had fixed responsibilities, chief of which was to 
heartily cooperate and aid in the enactment and exe- 
cution of such beneficial legislation,

MONG the many recent additions to the col 
lections of furniture in the St. Louis 
Art Museum, the most important is 
probably an Italian cassone, or marriage 
chest, of the late sixteenth century. It 
is elaborately carved from walnut, and 
is in the form of an antique sarcophagus 

a style of furniture which was popular in the city 
of Rome during the years of the high Renaissance, 


where the cassone probably graced the home of a 
nobleman or high church dignitary. 
From very early periods the cassone was one of 


the most important articles of furniture in the Ital- 
lay home. The insecurity of the times, when incur. 
sions by bands of marauders were of common occur- 
rence, made it a very useful accessory; for all the 
household belongings could be quickly packed intp 
it and hurried to a place of security upon the back 
of a pack animal. In those primitive days it served, 
with the addition of cushions or coverings of various 
sorta, as a table, bench or bed, as the occasion might 
require 

As law and order became more prevalent and cul- 
ture more general the cassone was given a more or 
nate form and elaborate decoration; and in the four- 
teenth and fifteenth centuries it was often embellished 
with decorations in pastigiia, which was a kind of 
plaster, with inlay or intarsia, or with panels painted 
by the foremost artists of the Renaissance. 

About the end of the fifteenth century the cassone 
with pastigiia and painted decoration began to be 
superceded by richly carved example with. both deco- 
ration and form based, like the example in the Bt. 
Louls museum, upon the ancient sarcophagus, During 
the sixteenth century this type of cassone almost en- 
tirely supplanted the earlier rectangular form That 
eentury marked in Italy the culmination of the influ- 
ence of classic art upon the Renaissance, an influ- 
ence which was just as marked in the deco-

At the front corners are larger fig- 
ures, that on the left representing Péace and on the 
right War. At the back corners are female figures. 
The base member is also carved in high relief with 
human and animal forms, the groups being separated 
by female masks in pecten shells 

The whole is supported by four lion feet, which are 
an unvarying charagteristic of this type of cassone, 
as is also the molding carved with various classic 
motifa. Age has added a dark, rich patina to the sur- 
face of the walnut, and has toned the gilding until it 
gleams with the quiet luster of old gold. This richness 
of finish, in combination with the high relief of the 
various details, imparts a fine statuesque quality to the 
principal panels. 

The carved figures, which are the most 
feature of the ornamentation, represent events in the 
mythological story of Apollo. The narrative begins, 
somewhat obscurely, on the left panel at the front 
The first group, beginning at the center, probably sym 
bolizes the wanderings of Latonia with her infant

twins, Apollo and Diana, sustained by Jupiter. Next 
in order is Mercury rescuing an unidentified female 
figure. The connection of this group with the prin- 
cipal story is not clear. At the extreme left stands 
Apollo, the sun god. The amall figures in the back- 
ground probably present some version of the killing 
of Orion by Diana, an act to which she waa incited 
by Apollo. 

The right-hand panel shows the musical contest be- 
tween Pan and Apollo, who are depicted on the left 
and right, respectively, with groups of followers, while 
Tmolus aite in judgment between them. The smaller 
end panels present, on the left, Apollo slaying the 
Python, and, on the right, Daphne pursued by Apollo, 
with Cupid appearing in the sky. The figures on the 
base represent sea gods and goddeases. They are used 
decoratively and have no connection with the narra 
tive above. 

A aixteenth century Italian cassone in the Indus 
trial Museum at Berlin, on which are depicted Apollo 
and Diana slaying the children of Niobe, ta so similar 
in both subject matter and structure to the one under 
discussion that at the first glance it would seem to be 
a companion piece. There are certain features, how- 
wver, which indicate that the Herlin specimen ts of a 
later date 

The period of the St. Louis cassone may be deter- 
mined with a considerable degree of accuracy by com- 
parison of the bas-reliefa with similar Italian aculpture 
of the sixteenth century. The reliefs on the doors of 
the cathedral at Pisa (erected 1596-1606), particularly 
the panel representing the Nativity, ascribed to Anal 
Tedesco, resemble them most in point of general 
atyle and treatment. In the various panels of these 
doors, which are said to have been made under the 
supervision of Giovanni! da Bologna and were long at- 
tributed to him, one finds the same handling of drap- 
erles, the same modeling of heads and hair after classic 
modela and the same pecullar curling clouds 


rative artes as in painting or sculpture, It was, 
a period which saw the discovery of innufner 

able sculptures, bas-rellefs and other remains 
of classic antiquity. Prominent among these 
were the Laocoon group, discovered at Rome 
in 1506: the Apollo Belvedere, found at An- 
tium in 1503, and the Dying Gaul or Gladiator, 
excavated in Rome a few years later. 

In both form and decoration the Museum's 
cassone reflects the deep influence exercised 
upon the contemporary art of the century by 
these recently unearthed examples of antiqne 
aculpture. So great was the influence that 
cabinet makers of the time are said to have 
copied single figures and even whole panels 
directly from the antique. The story of how 
Niccola Pisano, in 1260, utilised figures from 
a Roman sarcophagua for certain of the Bib- 
lical characters in his decorations on the Bap- 
tistry at Piasa, is well known. But the bas- 
reliefa on the cassone are far too spirited and 
too vigorous in execution to be other than 
original works. 

The principal decorations are upon the body 
of the cassone. The central part is occupied 
by a coat of arms, flanked by sibyls holding 
palms, with figures on each side representing 
events in classic mythology, all carved in 
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smaller end

Giovanni da Bologna (1539-1608) is proba 
bly best known by his statue of Mercury in 
Flight, a bronze replica of which t# in the 
Museum's collection. Many of his works, not 
ably hie bas-reliefa, show ineptration from 
the same classic sources which tnepired the 
carver of the cassone. The tomb of Charles 
Frederic, Due de Cleves (d. 157), by Egidio di 
Riviert, is aleo etrikingly similar in atyle and 
displays the same peculiar cloud formation 
noted before. It t# aleo interesting to observe, 
in the bas-reliefa on the tomb of Gregory XI, 
by Pietro Paolo Oliviert (4561-1509), the same 
type of flat, pointed mountains which are de 
picted on the end panels of the cassone 

All these resemblances point to the latte: 
portion of the sixteenth century as being the 
probable date when the cassone Was made

Patti's three greatest roles were Lucia, in the opera 
of the same name, Rosina in “‘The Barber of Seville” 
and Violetta in ‘“‘La Traviata."’ She was a great actress 
as well as a great singer and for that reason she was 
unquestionably the greatest Rosina the world ever 
heard. 

She never sang unless she got her money in advance. 
And there are many amusing anecdotes in this con- 
nection. At one time in New York she held the cur- 
tain at the old Academy of Music for nearly an hour 
because Col. Mapleson was $200 short in her stipulated 
price. She was completely dressed for her role, with 
the exception of one slipper, which she positively re- 
fused to put on until the $200 was forthcoming. ~- 

Unlike most opera singers, Patti rarely sang for 
charity. She was not money mad. She simply believed 
in being paid for everything she did an‘4d ske believed 
in ‘safety first’’—by getting every dollar in advance. 
Naturally, this gave her the reputation of being 
“hard,’’ and there are many stories which reflect 
that side of her character. 

One of them concerned a child of 10 who smuggled 
herself into an opera house to see the great diva. The 
child—a girl of the streets—secreted herself in the flies 
far above the stage and in her efforts to hear the 
«nger fell headlong to the 


Christmas a tiny silver box arrived, in which was a 
small faded violet. 

Her half-brother, Ettore Barili, by the way, used to 
be the organist of St. John’s, in Philadelphia. 

Patti made her first appearance at Niblo’s Garden in 
New York on the night of Nov. 16, 1850. She was 
then seven years of age. She sang her first opera role 
at the age of 16, when she appeared as Lucia in “Lucia 
di Lammermoor” at the old Academy of Music. 

She was away from America for more than 20 years 
and when she began her first American tour in 1881 
she repeated her girlish triumph on the same stage at 
the Academy of Music. The following year she sang at 
the newly opened Metropolitan Opera House, where 
her salary was $5000 a night, exactly twice the 
amount Caruso receives at the present time. 

She was the first operatic singer in the world to be 
made a Chevalier of the Legion of Honor. 

Patti's first husband was Henri Marquis de Caux, an 
equerry of Louis Napoleon. Consequently she had an 
enviable position at the Court of Napoleon III. Her 
husband divorced her, but did not press the charges 
of infidelity which he made against her. He was com- 
mended for his restraint in this respect by the French 
courts, but the scandal spread all over the world and 
it resulted in Queen Victoria’s refusal to meet her 
again. However, the old Queen still enjoyed her sing- 
ing and she invariably attended two or three of her 


wings, breaking every bone ~ 
in her body. When Patti 
joined the group of stage 
hands and singers around 
the prostrate form and 
learned the circumstances, 
she was absolutely unmoved. 

“Kverybody must pay or 
die to hear me sing,” she 
said, without a tremor, and 
moved off to her dressing 
room. 

Another time Armand 
Barili, the son of her half- 
brother, Ettore Barili, who 
was living in Philadelphia, 
in rather straitened circum- 
stances, wrote her to send

STOCKINGS MADE 
FROM SPIDER’S WEB 


N Madagascar experiments have been made with 

spider's web as a gubstitute for silk, and the re. 

sults are so encouraging that Henri Blin expresses 

the hope in La Science et la Vie that a great and 
lucrative industry will result. 

Many persons have tried to utilize spider's web; G 
Guenaux, a distinguished Seventeenth Century Zoolo- 
gist, described clothes made of it by the inhabitants 
of Paraguay. In 1708 Bon Saint Hilaire, President of 
the Court of Accounts at Montpelier, actually made a 
few pairs of stockings and gloves of spider's web. Mr. 
Rolt, an English silk spinner, obtained from tweny- 
two spiders a thread 3 3-4 miles long which he wound 
on a spool. The common spiders of the temperate 
zone are not, however, well adapted to such exploita- 
tion, but some of those found in the tropics, the halabe 
of Madagascar. for instance, lend themselves well to it, 

The female halabe is about 2 3-4 inches long, heavily 
built, feeds on other insects and lives in a sedentary 
manner. There are millions of these spiders in the 
woods around Tananarivo. M. Nogue, assistant di- 
rector of the professional school there, buys them for 
about & cents apiece and puts them to work About 
four or five times every ten days they start to spin 
and continue until exhausted. Their silk is wound on 
spools as fast as they spin it and at each spinning 
three or four hundred yards are obtaine|. The threads 
of a dozen spiders are twisted together and two of 
these twisted strands are again twisted, so that a 
thread of twenty-four finer threads is obtained. 

For fineness, strength and beautiful yellow celor, 
this silk is much superior to that of silk worms, and 
it has iridescent reflections that would make it a rare
